Of the New Charter Were 


Heard Last Night. 


TOLD OF THE BENEFITS 


Which They Claimed Would Come 


Under the New Plan. 


4ddres«es Made by Judge J. C. Milner, 
judge Osborne and Hon. Jas. W 


Kewman and Charter Explained. 


Tiie meeting held last evening at 


tiie Grand opera house, under the 
auspices of the campaign committee 
of the friends of the new charter, 
(vaswell attended. 
The house was 


oot packed, but it was comfortably 


filled. 
. 


This question of city goverment is 


receiving the deep and earnest atten- 
tion of the voters of Portsmouth, and 
it is a pleasure to note that BO many 
of them were present last night. The 
gentlemen who had been advertised 
to speak were on hands and delivered 
carefully prepared speeches, fortified 
by a formidable array of figures. As 
stated yesterday, it is the belief of 
this paper that the measure proposed 
is "radically wrong," but it takes 
pleasure in giving to the friends of 
tlie charter the liberal use of its col- 
umns. Below will be found a lengthy 
report of last night's meeting, and 
it is commended to your careful read- 
ing. It is a good thing to know what 
the other side is talking about. 


Hon. 
A. T. Holcomb was made 


chairman. In opening the meeting 
he said that he desired to acknowl- 
edge the compliment paid him by 
asking him to preside,. because 
the 


men who are trying to reorganize the 
city government are our best citizens 
and business men. These men' are 
endeavoring to advance the best in- 
terests of the city. Actuated by no 
motive or sentiment, but to do good 
to the ;clty. They look with much 
apprehension to the future destiny of 
the city. These citizens are here to 
see if there is any possible way to 
better govern this city and: reduce 
taxes. The beat way to^indnce capital 
to come to the city is a low rate of 
taxation. This meeting has been 
called by the friends of the proposed 
new charter. 


Judge John C. Milner was then In- 


troduced. He said: "The presence of 
so many ladies and gentlemen indi- 
cates that everybody almost is inter- 
ested in the discussion of this propo- 
sition. The whole city should be in- 
terested. If this proposed [change is 
right, it should carry. If it is wrong, 
it should be defeated. The condition 
of affairs in this city demand imrnedi- 
at^attention, and all citizens and 
tax-payers should interest themselves 
in the proposition. 
We, as a city. 


owe more than $390,000, and this in- 
debtedness grows larger from-year to 
year. Since 1888 the tax rate has in- 
creased from S2.88 to $3.00, and would 
have gone higher had it not been or 
the tax commission. And with this 
rate we are not paying the current 
expenses, and the council has been 
compelled to make a temporary loan 
of 838,000, the tax commission having 
no control over the making of tem- 
porary loans. This condition of affairs 
has been going on amidst compara- 
tive prosperity. We cannot point 
with pride to any great improve- 
ments made, what shall we do? Shall 
we keep on in the same rut? 
If we 


change to a different political admin- 
mistration it will not change the ie- 
sult. I am not here to criticize any 
party which may have charge of the 
city government. There may be a 
difference in the two great political 
parties in running the national gov- 
ernemnt, but not much in municipal 
aSairg. 
This proposed charter is a 


radical change from a poor plan to a 
simple and better one. It proposes 
a board of three men, regardless 
°f religion or politics. These ^are to 
be appointed by the probate judge, 
aDd to this some people object. 
I 


imagine a man may assert his liberty 
under the old flag, as this freedom 
"ill not be interfered with, if these 


are appointed by a man they 
to elect. It is true, we might 


, elect the boaid. This method 
been discussed and decided that 
3 plan would result in men work- 


ing to re-elect themselves. Others 
say, let the mayor appoint. This 
would be no improvement over the 
election. Others say, let the common 
pleas judges. These officials would not 
act, because it would be dragging 
their tribunal into politics. There 
has not been a probate judge elected 
for forty years but that could have 
been defeated by the^clty. This beard 
of affairs, when appointed, is held in 
check by the city council. This .ap- 
pointing power is not so bad as three 
and one-half, per cent, taxation. 
In 


Ironton the tax rate is $3.48, and the 
sheriff is competed to advertise prop- 
erty two or three times before a sale 
is effected. 
Our present city govern- 


ment is complex apd intricate, but 
how shall we find the bad spot? If 
anything goes wrong in the county 
we know where to place the blame, 
as three commissioners have full con- 
trol. I have heard it said that this 
government was not in the interest 
of the laboring man. If the laboring 
man has been getting much work un- 
der the present law, he certainly has 
not done his work well, as there is 
not much to show fcr it. This |38,- 
000 temporary loan did not go to the 
laboring man. Under the new law a 
salary ot |1,000 each is paid the three 
members of the board of affairs. 
If 


they mibmanage, we know who,.to 
blame. The system will be to the 
advantage of the laboring man. This 
proposition should be considered earn- 
estly and honestly, and in casting 
your vote.be sure you are right." 


Judge Osborn was then introduced. 


He said: "All I can'do le to give 
a brief outline, or history, of this 
movement, having been identified 
with it from the start., Two years 
ago, when many citizens were clamor- 
ing for something better, I was con- 
nected with the affairs of the city. -A 
few of us met one evening to en- 
deavor to devise some plan for the bet- 
terment of the city government. 
After looking over the ground and 
seeing the impossiiblity of bettering 
it under the present system of gov- 
ernment, a new charter was devised 
and placed before the 
legislature. 


This was no party movement, but 
the best men of the city, of both 
parties, were interested. They are 
interested now. Ten years ago an 
audieuce of this size would not have 
assembled 
to 
discuss 
municipal 


affairs. 
The law has been modified 


largely by the legislature. It is now 
the best we can get under the circum- 
stances, and we should not refuse 
bread because we cannot get cake. 
Other cities have tried this plan of 
centralizing 
the government, and 


they find it satisfactory. Any part 
of the city government can be better 
governed under the new charter. 
The method of selecting the board of 
affairs may change, if this system is 


money is required for additional im- 
provements. .1 believe we collect 
sufficient money to pay all expenses, 
and create a fund to pay debts, yet 
we do not pay more than the interest, 
and this by temporary -loans. We 
must' increase our taxes or reduce ex- 
penses. I do not believe .there is any 
politics in this movement. We must 
have some faith in each other. And 
if this law is njt what we want, 
changes can be made. If they at- 
tempt^ make this a political scheme 
those who attempt it would better 
have a mill-stone about their necks. 
The.debt of this city at the present 
time is 8415,000. This requires the 
paying of an annual interest of 820- 
000, and we are"not paying it with a 
three per cent, tax levy. The city 
collects from the Dow tax $10,500. 
This ^is squandered. In 1880 the 
debt was $312,000; in 1885, $309,000; 
in 1890, $240,000. During the next 
eight years it jumped to 8415,000, 
almost doulblng itself. Is it not 
time to stop? We are between the 
devil and the deep 'sea, and we had 
better take the sea than fall into the 
hands of the devil. The man who 
opposes this move will be resnonaible 
for whatever may come, as this 
affords us some refuge. 
We are run- 


ning in debt and something must be 
done. If this continues we will be 
ruined. The question of taxation is 
a serious une. It caused a war be- 
tween this and the mother country. 
Taxation and the distribution of 
revenues is the test of the wisdom of 
a government. We are proud of our 
city. No city of its size has an ap- 
parently better future. 
We have the 


beautiful river kissing our shores, 
even sometimes washing our streets 
and cellars; we have 
magnificent 


churches, busy factories. With all 
these blessings, what more do we 
need? Certainly a wise and frugal 
government; one that will not take 
from the laborer the bread earned. I 
am a Democrat. Notwithstanding my 
Republican friend Holcomb presides 
at this meeting, I am here. I come 
as a citizen, seeing that disaster 
stares us in the face. At £the pres- 
ent rate we drive capital from the 
city. This bill may not be perfect. 
Doubtless this is true. It may need 
some amendments. The constitution 
of the United States had its defects 
and corrections were necessary." Mr. 
Newman then read from the statute's 
of Ohio, taht portion of the law reg- 
ulating the appointments and .duties 
of the tax commission. He then 
said he was satisfied that the Repub- 
licans would work with the Demo- 
crats for the best interests of the 
city, laying aside politics. The great- 
est loss we have, said Mr. Newman, 
is through inefficient assessors. 
The 


proposed new charter gives 'us some- 
thing better.

Detroit^ Mich., Feb. 
23.—The hap- 


piest feature of the annual Republican 
gathering was tbe reception held dur- 
ing the afternoon in the residence of 
Secretary Alger. 


The secretary of war, secretary of McCowen. 


agriculture and the other speakers at 
the banquet of the Michigan club, re- 
ceived in the Alger drawing,rooms, as- 
sisted by other Republicans of local 
prominence. The function took on the 
aspect largely of a personal tribute to 
General Alger by his personal and po- 
litical friends and by the younger ele- 
ment of the party, who 'were numer- 
ously present. 
The secretary's home 


was handsomely decorated and the 
stream of visitors were hospitably en- 
tertained. Among the speakers were 
Governor Plngree and Attorney Gen- 
eral Monnett of Ohio. 


Following is an 
abstract of the 


speech of Attorney General Monnett:

and stock watering of quasi-public cor- 
porations and other corporate crea- 
tures of the sta,te that have abused the 
confidence reposed 
In .them and en- 


trenched themselves behind leg^l fic- 
tions to exact illegal 
tribute. What 


shall be the remedy, you ask; what 
shall be the punishment, you demand. 


"I would lay a heavy 
hand upon 


every such corporation that violates 
the promises it makes to the state, in 
exchange for the right of eminent do- 
main, to give the citizens the rights of 
a common carrier, equal freight rater; 
and equal passenger rates to all ant) 
special favors to none. 


"Take up the white man's burden in 


Michigan and Ohio and New York as 
well as In Luzon. Not only take up 
the burden of tbe corporation* that are 
legally operated and maatataed, but 
also; take up the burden or the Ylctims 
of the corporations that have abused 
their privileges and f ranch Uses. 


"The borrwe sent across the seas to 


the Philippines have done and are do- 
ing their work patriotically and well. 
But let not the roar of our cannons at 
Caleoocan or the thunder of our navy I 
at Manilla drown the cries for help of 1 
the small manufacturer, of the strug- 
gling young business man, or the la- 
borer who is willing to become a capi- 
talist and anemployer but finds him- 
self crushed by the projectile hurled 
from an Illegal monopoly in our very 
midst"

Do 
you want a worse one? If you find a 
city under a centralized government, 
you will find such plants paying a 
dividend. 
VVe most all agree that 


there is something wrong in the gov- 
ernment of this citv. The proposed 
bill may not be perfect, but its a net- 
ter plan than what we have. As to 
taxes, the city must economize. We 
must get more out of what we have. 
Our fire department costs about 81, 
000 per month and other departments 
proportionately. Our taxation drives 
capital from the city. When taxes are 
three per cent., the laboring man is 
affected more than the banker The 
new charter proposes to do away with 
a ^cumbersome government.

JHe said: "I have not 
given a profound study to this enact- 
ment, and I shall not go into ^detail.

Wlm tile General Practitioner ol Medicine Fails to Cure Gnronic C iseases 


Does the ordinary family physician fail to cure chronic diseases? Let the vast army of chronic invalids in every 


community testify. Are they so indifferent to their sufferings and danger that they have never applied for help? Mos' 
assuredly not; on the contraiy, they declare themselves tired and discouraged with their experience and failure. They 
lave gone the rounds of the profession, from doctor to doctor, in a vain search for health. 
What is the reason 'for this 


:ai!ure? Is it because the members of this most honorable of professions are quacks and humbugs? Are they incompetent 
to the business they are engaged in? This is by no means' the case. , Doubtless thore are ignorant pretenders in their 
ranks; there are some, probably, whose book learning never was mixed with native common sense, without which mixture 
learning is o£ little practical value in any calling. No, we are glad to assert our belief that practitioners of medicine, in 
general, are really able men, conscientious and industrious, and tbat the service they perform for their fellow-men is be- 
yond price. In the treatment of acute diseases they succeed admirably, for here they are masters of the situation, and go 
are able to work out their plans to completion. It is different with chronic cases. The specialist is needed. As "practice 
makes perfect," unbroken attention to one object in life will yield better results than following many. An old writer has 
said that a physician in chronic cases should carry his brains in the tips of his fingers. Here ia not a sharp, short, and 
quickly decided battle to be fought; but a long and wearing seige must be maintained, with all the fatiguing' monotony 
and unyielding persistence of pursuing a definitely planned and sustained pressure upon the enemy's stronghold. It is not 
the fault of the doctor, but his misfortune, that the subject of his attentions wearies of the work, and abandons him and 
bis methods in the midst of the campaign. It is juat because the patient has gone from doctor to doctor that he has failed 
to obtain the cure he was seeking. J [e has gfven no one of them the opportunity to use his resources to the extent the 
circumstances of the case required. After awhile the doctor adapts himself to the situation, and gives over the attempt to 
accomplish a cure, knowing that such effort will not be met by the hearty co operation of the patient, and contents him- 
self with the relief of such special conditions as are thrust upon his notice. It is for this reason that specialists, who de- 
vote themselves particularly to the investigation and treatment of chronic diseases, are demanded. Hitherto, the position 
accorded the specialist by the average layman has been that of a subordinate to the general practitioner. This is a grave 
mistake. As in all professions, so in that of medicine, there are several gradations. While equally useful and meritorious, 
the general practitioner or family physician is the lowest; while one who observes the general line of work, coupled with 
unusual skill in some special branch of medicine or surgery, is his superior. The highest, and last, is he who confines his 
entire attention and energies to the cure of abstruse and difficult types of disease, and who, to render his triumphs more 
complete, expends large sums of money and much valuable time in surrounding himself with the best and most effective 
systems of treatment extant.

They have decided to push tue cam- 


paign, against the rebellious followers 
of Aguinaldo with energy. Every cas,- 
ualty report that conies from General 
Otis notes the wounded or killing of 
some of the American troops by what 
are practically, sharpshooters on the 
other side. The insurgents apparently 
have learned that they cannot hope to 
cope with American troops on any- 
thing like even terms in a regular set 
battle, and from now on they are ex- 
pected to rely upon the harrassing tac- 
tics they .have p«p.cticed for the past 10 
days.

• 


The main body of the insurgents has 


now fallen back wellout of the line of 
effective range of the gunboats, but as 
the American troops have been obliged 
to extend their lines in order to pro- 
tect the waterworks and to take advan- 
tage of the natural topographical de- 
fenses of Manilla, the troops are ex- 
posed to the fire of these guerillas 
without an opportunity to retaliate, for 
the enemy flees before an advance in 
forge. 


This was, after all, about .what was 


expected by the war department offi- 
cials, and that was why, in sending re- 
inforcements to General 
Otis, they 


made it a point to send as many of the 
regular troops as 
possible who had 


been used to Indian fighting in the bail 
lands of'the west. 


General Lawton, who goes out 
to 


take command of these troops, is an 
old Indian fighter, and soon after the 
troops arrive, within 
two or three 


weeks, a'forward campaign will begin 
and a heavy blow, be struck that will 
keep the insurgents quiet during the 
rainy season, if It doe's not bring about 
their Immediate surrender. 


It is felt to be necessary to do in or- 


der to avoid the hardships to which 
the American troops otherwise wou'd 
be exposed during the torrential rains 
.which- will. m«ke life In outside in- 
trenchments almost Impossible for civ- 
ilized troops.

ill-Fateil Bulgaria With One 


Hundred Souls, « 


SAYS ONE OF HER OFFICERS, 


furilling Experience of Those Who 


Battled With the Wares. 


STAMPEDE OF HOEBE8 OF BOAED. 


Four Sarviror* Who Wer* Fickvd Up 


In a» Open Boat Roach Baltimore OB 
•n Engllih Steamer—After Her BUar- 
la* Apparatus Became Digafelcd th* 
Bulgaria Wa» at th« Miroy of th* 
And Soon VilUd With Water. 
Baltimore, Wd., Feb. 23.—The British 


steamship Vlttoria, Captain WethereH, 
arrived from Hull, via Hampton Roads, 
with four of the crew of the missing 
Hamburg-American liner 
Bulgaria. 


The rescued mariners are: Second Mate 
O. Scharges, 
Quartermasters Carl 


Ludtke and John Schulz and Seaman 
William Starke. 


These with the 25 women^and chil- 


dren who were picked up by the tank 
steamer Weehawken and landed in 
Ponta Del Gada, Azore Islands, a week 
ago, are all that have been heard from 
of the crew •>? 89 men and 41 passengers 
which the :'ulgaria had aboard when 
she sailed from New York for Bremen, 
Jan. 28. TLe Bulgaria; was sighted in 
a disabled condition Feb. 5. 
' 


The story of the experiences of the 


Bulgaria as told by Second Officer 
Scharges, is a thrilling one. 


"On Feb. 1, at about 8 p. m.," said 


he, "a hurricane of so severe a nature 
was encountered that it was found im- 
possible to make any headway and at 
2 a, m. the following day we were forc- 
ed to heave to. 


"The flying bridges, both fore and 


aft, were carried away and seamen and 
passengers were afraid to venture on 
deck for fear of being swept into the 
sea. 
About 7. a. m. the spring in tha 


rudder, which is used to break the 
strain of heavy sea, collapsed, and soon 
afterward the entire steering gear was 
washed away. The steamer then fell 
In the trough and was left at the mercy 
of the wind and waves. 


"Sea after sea swept over us, smash- 


ing In the doors of the cabin and deck- 
houses, flooding, the main- deck and 
creating havoc and disorder all over 
the ship. • 
: 


"To make matters worse one hun- 


dred horses that were stabled on the 
upper forward deck, stampeded and in 
their fright made a wild rush, tram- 
pling each other to death. This state 
of affairs lasted" until all but twenty 
had been killed or drowned 
in the 


wash of the-waves. Then, the butcher 
of the vessel with a number of seamen 
went into the pen and tried .to quiet 
the beasts that remained. This failing, 
as did also the attempt to force the 
frenzied 
animals overboard, 
their 


throats were cut Before the madden- 
ed animals were dispatched, however, 
the_ butohoc had both. hlfr lefg, broktn 
and one of the seamen was Injured. 


Hold* Filled With Watar. 
"Any -Idea that our troubles were 


orer was »oon dispelled when it was 
found that the vessel was leaking. All 
the hatch coverings had been blown off 
and before they could be replaced four 
of the seven holds filled and all had 
considerable water in them. The cargo 
next shifted, listing the steamer heav- 
ily to port In addition the carcasses 
of the dead horses washed aport, add- 
ing to the heavy list. 


"For 72 hours passengers and crew 


worked like slaves, 
throwing cargo 


overboard to lighten ship, but it was 
of little avail. Inch by inch, foot by 
foot, the ship settled, and as she sunk 
deeper the waves washed with greater 
force and freedom over her. One wave 
carried away eight of the lifeboats 
from the low-lying port side and with 
these went much of the hope from the 
hearts of passengers and crew. 


"At 4 a. m. on the morning of the 


5th," he continued, "the order was giv- 
en to call all hands on deck to prepare 
to take to the small boats. 


"The water had flooded the engine 


room and four pumps could not keep 
It down. It was then up to the grate 
bars, but the firemen still managed to 
keep the fires burning. Each passen- 
ger and seaman was given a life pre- 
server and the remaining boats were 
gotten ready and provisioned. 


"Shortly after daylight the three 


steamers (the Weehawken, Vittoria 
and Koordistan), one after another, 
hove in sight 
The Weehawken was 


the first to be of service, as'she sent 
two boats in which the twenty-five wo- 
men and children were placed. These 
were landed safely on the Weehawken, 
but after that the storm Increased in 
violence. 


"One 
of our boats was smashed. 


Another attempt was made and one 
was successfully gotten into the sea. 
I and the three men who were saved 
with me, jumped into her to take the 
oars when by some unfortunate acci-. 
dent we were cut loose. The men on 
the vessel were seen after that to try 
repeatedly to lower another boat, but 
without success."
